Ac- 
companying him was his young Chi- 
nese servant, who served him during 
the battle in Manila Bay, and has ever 
since remained as his body servant. 
The admiral was calm and smiling as 
he acknowledged the greetings of offi- 
cers and men, and proceeded to the 
private dressing-rooms. 

THE COURT OPENS. 

The court convened promptly at 1 
o'clock, the hour prescribed. Admiral 
Dewey occupied a position in the cen- 
ter of the court table, and was flanked 
on either side by Rear-Admirals Ben- 
ham and Howison, the associate mem- 
bers of the court. Admiral Schiey and 
his counsel arrived only a few minutes 
before this time, and they occupied 
seats at the table set apart for them. 
An admiral’s salute of seventeen guns 
was fired as the court convened. 

Admiral Dewey simply said in con- 
vening the court: “The court is open.” 

Immediately after the court convened, 
the members retired, at the instance of 
Judge- Advocate Lemly, to decide 
whether the court should sit with open 
or closed doors. The court was ab- 
sent about fifteen minutes, and when 
it returned the proceedings began in 
view of the public without announce- 
ment. 

The formal proceedings of the court 
were begun with the reading by Capt 
Lemly of Admiral Schley's letter re- 
Questing the convening of the court. 
and the Navy Department's 5 
The court assumed a listening atti- 
tude, but Admiral Schley, known as 
the “applicant” in the case, gave only 
indifferent attention to the document. 
The admiral gave closer attention, 
however, when the Judge-Advocate be- 
gan the reading of the order appoint- 
ing Rear-Admiral Howison a member 
of the court in place of Rear- Admiral 
Kimberly, and he continued to give 
careful heed when his letter to the de- 
ment asking for a modification of 
5 of the precept regarding 
Admiral Schley's disobedience of orders 
was read, together with the depart- 
ment's refusal to comply with the re- 
quest. 

None af these documents received 
more than perfunctory attention from 
the auditors, but there was a general 
change of attitude when the order of 
proceeding was reached. This was the 
challenge on the part of Rear-Admiral 
Schiey of Rear-Admiral Howison as a 
member of the court. Just preceding 
. Judge-Adfocate Lemly 


introduced Official reporter of the 
}eourt’s proccedings, Mr. ‘Hulse; and his 


own assistant counsel, Mr. Hanna. Ad- 
miral Schiey also introduced his coun- 
sel, Judge J. M. Wilson, Hon. Isador 
Raynor and Capt. James Parker. 
While the challenge, of course, was 
@®Pected, it created no little commotion, 
coming as it did without preliminary 
announcement beyond the question on 
ihe part of Capt. Lemly as to whether 
the applicant had any objection to the 
court to urge. Admiral Schiey re- 
sponded promptly. Rising from his 
seat, he said: F have to state with ex- 
treme regret that I am obliged to ob- 
ject to Rear-Admiral Howison as a 
member of the court.” 

. THE CHALLENGE. 
He then read his formal objection, as 
follows: 
Rear-Admirai W. 8. Schiey, in the 
exercise of his legal right of chalienge, 
objects to Rear-Admiral Henry 
Howison upon the following grounds: 
First—That Rear-Admiral Henry L. 
Howison has already formed and ex- 
pressed opinion on the merits of the 
case about to be investigated, and he 
is therefore ineligible as a member of 
this court. 
Second—That Rear-Admiral Henry 
L. Howison has already formed and 
expressed an opinion on the merits of 
the case about to be investigated, ad- 
versely to said Rear-Admiral W. 8. 
Schiey, thereby indicating a bias and 
prejudice, which renders him, said 
Rear-Admiral H. L. Howison, ineligible 
for service as a member of this court. 
Third—That Rear-Admiral Henry 


L. Howison has, in connection with the 
investi- 


Schley, thereby indicating a bias and 
prejudice, which renders him, said 
Rear-Admiral Hon ison, ineligible for 
service as a member of this court. 
Fourth—That Rear-Admiral Henry 
L. Howison, in connection with the 
opinion formed and expressed by him 
upon the merits of the case about to 
be investigated, has instituted and an- 
nounced a comparison between the acts 
and personal and professional charac- 
teristics of the principal parties to the 
resent issue,  viz., Rear-Admirais 
— and Schier, to the disadvan- 
tage and disparagement of the latter, 
thereby indicating a bias and a preju- 
dice, which renders him, Rear-Admiral 
Henry L. Howison, ineligible for. serv- 
ice as a member of this court.

Frost said he d suggested that the 
public seemed disposed to give the 
credit to Schiey. In response, he tes- 
tified, Admiral Howison went on to say 
that Sampson's standing as an officer 
and as a man was greatly superior to 
that of Schiey. 

“What he said.“ pursued the wit- 
nesas, “inclined me to the belief that he 
had no use for Admiral Schiey.” 

The witness also gave in detail the 
circumstances leading up to the pub- 
lication. On cross-examination he was 
shown the precept and was asked by 
Solicitor Hanna if Admiral Howison 
had expressed an opinion on the point 
in the precept. The witness thought 
he had not, as many points in the pre- 
cept were not involved in the conver- 
sation. The witness adhered strictly to 
his first statement. 

On redirect examination, Mr. Ray- 
nor asked: “What was Admiral Howi- 
son's manner during his conversation 
with you?” 

“He spoke of Schiey in what I would 

call a sneering manner,” replied the 
witness. 
William E. Spon was next called. He 
said he had come over from London to 
New York on board the steamship 
Minneapolis, Admiral Howison — 
on the same ship. He said that Ad- 
miral Howison had stated that Samp- 
son had been in command of the fleet 
when the fight off Santiago occurred: 
that Schley was a subordinate, and 
— 4 should have been court-mar- 
t 

Foster Nichols of Yonkers, Admiral 
Howison's place of residence, was next 
called. He said that he had been at 
Admiral Howison's home last July. He 
had been with the admiral! looking over 
a book, in which there was a picture 
of Admiral Schley, when Admiral How- 
ison remarked that Schiey had been 
guilty of disobedience of orders, and 
that in the English navy such conduct 
would have deprived him of his post- 
tion. He got the impression that Ad- 
miral Howison was unfriendly to Ad- 
miral Schley, and that there had been 
a rupture between them. 

Mr. Raynor at this point called the 
attention of the court to the fact that 
the witness's testimony had not been 
answered. 

Judge-Advocate Lemly maintained 
that Admiral Howtson could make a 
statement if he desired, either before 
or after the arguments. Admiral Howi- 
son settled the matter, however, by 
reaching forward for hie cap and 
whispering to Admiral Dewey. The 
latter then announced that Admiral 
Howilson would make his response at 
once. Thereupon Admiral Howison 
withdrew to the private apartments in 
the rear, and the court took an infor- 
mal recess. 

HOWISON’'S REPLY. 

When the court re-convened Admiral! 
‘Howison presented his reply. He raid 
he could not remember Spon's face, 
but he remembered hie conversation 
with Nichois. He was here to obey the 
order of the Navy Department, and 
would not efiter into a discussion of 
his private utterances. He had no 
personal feelings, and he considered 
himeelf a competent member of the 
court. Following is Howigon's state- 
ment to the court: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: In 
reply te the objection to me as a mem- 
ber of this court, I submit a copy of 
my personal letter to the Hon. F. . 
Hackett, which has made public 
by the Navy Department. 

Mr. Frost, I think, ts answered in 
this letter above referred to. Mr. 
Spon's statement is one I cannot 
father. I positively do not remember 
his face at all. Mr. Froet’s face is 
familiar, although I have not seen him 
for two years or more, and Mr. Spon, 
by his statement, only last October. 
Mr. Nichols did call at my house at 
Yonkers on a very hot day, on his own 
business. He would not take “no ad- 


|} mittance” for an answer, and during | 


his stay he did discuss with me Several 
naval matters, among which was the 
Sampson-Schley much-talked-of AHalr. 
Our talk was short, as I desired him 
to leave me in peace. 

I desire to say that I am, as you 
know, here to obey the orders of the 
department to report to you for duty 
as a member of thié court; it is not 
optional with me to obey or disobey 
these orders. My commission requires 
obedience. These orders were not 
sought by me. nor are they agreeable 
ones, but I have been taught obedience 
to all lawful orders by my long service 
in the navy. 

I do not propose to enter into the sub- 
ject of my private discussions. I do 
not wish to recall, for the information 
of the public, what has been said by 
me by acquaintances; in fact, it would 
be a difficult task to perform. Private 
utterances are not long retained, par- 
ticularly when there is no person inter- 
ested in the matters under discussion. 

I sincerely hope that during the ex- 
amination of my eligibility for mem- 
bership, should there be any doubtful 
points in the minds of the unobjected- 
to members of this court, that ail such 
points be decided in favor of Admiral 
Schley, who is the one most particu- 
larly concerned in the investigation 
to follow. I will accept my detach- 
ment, as I have my orders for this 
duty, as an officer should. 

I have no personal feelings and no 
personal interests in the matters to 
come before the court, except the in- 
terests I have for the good of the serv- 
ice. I have great faith in the impar- 
tiality and justice of naval officers serv- 
ing on courts, and sincerely hope that 
the results finally obtained may be sat- 
isfactory to our navy and to our coun- 


ry.

After reading Admiral Howison’s re- 
ply. Judge-Advocate Hanna read the 
admiral’s letter to Assistant Secretary 
Hackett, after which Mr. Raynor ques- 
fioned the admiral concerning his at- 
titude. 

“Did you say to Mr. Frost that Mr. 
Sampson deserved a good deal of credit 
for the victory at Santiago?” he asked 
of the sdmiral. 

“Maybe I did,” replied Admiral How- 
ison. “He was commander-in-chief of 
the fleet, and I probably said that.” 

“You say you do not recollect Spon's 
face? Does not his statement recall to 
your mind the questions to which he 
testified. 
“Not at all.” was the reply. Con- 
tinuing, the admiral said that he could 
not have volunteered his withdrawal 
to the court. Nor did he think that 
the fact that he considered Sampson 
commander-in-chief incapacitated him 
as a member of the court. 

During the examination of Admiral 
Howison, Judge-Advocate Lemly stated 
that the question before the court was 
as to whether Schiey did his whole 
duty in the Santiago campeign and at 
the battle of Santiago, and the gen- 
eral question as to whether some other 
officer in the navy is a better man than 
Admiral Schiey is in no way before the 
court. 

Mr. Raynor stated that he took the 
ground that if Admiral Sampson was 
not present at the battle of Santiago, 
Admiral Schiey was the commander- 
in-chief of the fleet at that time. 

Continuing, he asked Admiral How 
son if he did not consider that Admiral 
Sampson officiall? was commander-in- 
chief of the North Atlantic squadron, 
and being officially commander-in- 
chief. if he did not deserve the credit 
of that victory. 

Admiral Howison said he had dis- 
cussed the battle of Santiago for the 
past three years, and that sometimes 
his opinions were favorable to Samp- 
son and sometimes to Schley.

Admiral Schley and his counsel no de- 
sire to impeach Admiral Howison. The 
only point involved was whether the 
admiral’s attitude was such as to re- 
lieve the defense from the necessity of 
assuming the burden of proof, so as to 
remove the admiral’s prejudice. He 
asserted that the admiral had not con- 
tradicted the statements of witnesses 
in many particulars, and asked that 
he should do so in positive terms, if 
their statements were untrue. 

Duri Mr. Raynor's presentation of 
the matter, Admiral owison inter- 
rupted to say that he could not have 
said what he was reported by Mr. 
Nichols to have said, co the 
matter of coaling at sea. 

The court again took a recess to con- 
sider the question presented. 

The eourt sustained the objection to 
Admiral Howison and excused him as 
a member of the court, after which it 
adjourned until it is reconvened by the 
department, which will not be until a 
fuccessor to iral Howison has been 
named.

OGY IN THE WORLD'S WORK.

MONG the great sciences of the 
twentieth century the study t 


A life, or biology, is destined to . 


cupy a position of high importance. 
Every consideration points to the cer- 
tainty of this forecast. The growth of 
accurate knowledge of other fields; the 
vital interest of the subject, touching 
as it does the history and existence of 
man and of the myriads of beings who 
hold their life by a similar tenure upon 
the earth; the improvement of biologi- 
cal instruction in schools of every 
grade, the foundation of laboratories 
for research in the great educational 
centers of the world: the invention 
and improvement of methods and ap- 
pliances for investigation; the spread 
of a popular interest in human nature, 
are all signs, the meaning of which 
may be read with a fair degree of as- 
surance. Science, or the best obtain- 
able knowledge of the vast reaim of 
life phenomena, will be wonderfiliy 
advanced during the century whose 
dawn we are now witnessing. 

In this article, which is written from 
the standpoint of the student who is 
about to enter college and must soon 
shape his course toward some definite 
end, I shall deal with the broad out- 
lines of the subject, briefly 
the field of modern biology. the char- 
acter of its problema, the rewards 
which it offers, and the training which 
the student who would follow the nat- 
uralist’s calling will find advantageous 
or necessary. 

DEFINITION OF BIOLOGY. 

Let us clearly understand that by 
biology we mean the study of the es- 
sential phenomena of living things, 
and among these phenomena are to be 
reckoned not only the structure and 
function of ns or organisms, but 
the behavior of the living being as a 
whole, in relation to its environment 
or natural surroundings. 

In the study of the living world we 
come at once face to face with the 
ideas of blood relationship or genetic 
continuity and of fitness or adapta- 

relationship belongs to or- 
ganisms alone, and in them adapta- 
tion finds its clearest expressions. The 
essence of a living being is not so 
much what it is made of or what it 
does as why it does it, or why it re- 
sponds in a way which fits it for con- 
tinued life. ie response to the 
order of and biology is the 
study of this response. There is the 
living thing which responds, and there 
ie a certain r of nature to — 
W response is made. To study life is 
to study these two things in relatio 
to each other. 

BRANCHES OF BIOLOGY. 


The term biology is not of universal 
use, and in Germany it is restricted to 
the general relations of the organism 
to the environment. Many prefer the 
older terms—zodiogy and botany, and 
the different phases of the general 
subject have received special names, 
such as morphology, anatomy, phy- 
siology, embryology, pathology and 
psyc Oey, and I. treated with more 
or less though not al- 
ways to — —＋ of the student or to 
the advancement of the mee as a 
whole. But whatever we call the stu- 
dent or the subject of his immediate 

quest, his alm is ever to learn the 
truth about some phase of life, and to 
correlate this knowledge with that of 
the order of nature to which it is at- 
tuned. The adult structure of a ver- 
tebrate’s brain is incomprehensible 
without a knowledge of its develop- 
ment and wth, meaningless without 
a know of the function of its 
parts, and the aid of comparative anat- 
omy end embryology must be invoked 
if the problem of its origin or — 
can ever be solved, to say gone he 
the question of its fitness to perform 
ite wonderful tasks. 

NINETEENTH CENTURY ACHIEVE, 
MENTS. 

The achievements of the nineteenth 
century in every department of physi- 
cal science not only outweigh those of 
every preceding age, but, as Wallace 
has shown, must be compared with the 
whole recorded period of human his- 
tory. This century saw the growth of 
minute anatomy, if not its birth, and 
the first exact methods of studying the 
cell as the structural and physiological 
unit in health disease, as the trans- 
mitter of hereditary characters through 
the anh. 1 and sperm; as an independent 

whether protozoan or pro- 
in numbers, world- 
wide in distribution, peopling the air, 


water earth, existing even in 
snow and ice; as the primitive t of 
life and primeval food supply the 


world; as the source of all decay in 
c substances and of numberiess 
contagious and infectious diseases. 

The nineteenth century has seen the 
greatest advance in palaeontology, 
comparative anatomy and embryology 
in the hands of such masters as Cu- 
vier, Meckel, Johannes Muller, Von 
Baer, Agassiz, Owen, Huxley, Kolliker, 
Kowalewsky, Balfour, Genebaur, Cope 
end Marsh, to name but a few of the 
great workers in these fields. Finally 
two of the most potent influences which 
natural science has ever received are 
the products of the century just 

—the sectentific laboratory and 
the modern doctrine of organic evolu- 
tion, with which the name of Darwin 
and Wallace will ever be associated, 
whatever the fate of these theories or 
the contributions of others earlier or 
later in the field. Yet it is significant 
that both Darwin and Wallace were in 
a measure forerunners of the labora- 
tory and their work lay in the stud 
of living things in tion to eac 
other and the rest of nature rather 
than In anatomy and physiology in the 
strictest sense. This seems to illus- 
trate the fact, as Prof. ke ex- 
presses it, that “the biological labora- 
tory. which leaves out the ocean, the 
mountains and mea a mon- 
strous absurdity.” 
SAMPLE PROBLEMS. 

From what has been said it may be 
inferred that the problems which biol- 
ogy holds up for solution are as va- 


ried as they are numerous, and that if 
one would to make his work cor- 
rect he should cultivate a smal) plot of 
ground. 


We cannot now undertake to review 
these problems, but by way of illus- 
tration will select the following: In- 
stinctive action in a wild bird: repro- 
duction in an invertebrate: segmenta- 
tion in the vertebrate head. 

The most careful students of animal 
behavior all agree that instinct or in- 
grained capacity for action reigns su- 
preme in the lower animais, and that 
it is the basis and forerunner of intel- 
ligence in all higher forms. Many 
writers of popular books on natural

PROPAGATING LOBSTERS. 

The government of Canada and the 
maritime provinces have spent large 
sums in trying to propagate the Amer- 
ican lobster, an animal of great scien- 
tific interest, and highly valued the 
world over as an article of food, For 
many years this animal has been 
threatened with practical extinction, 
and its supply has been constantly 
wening in the * of increasing de 
mands upon its fishery. The method 
adopted for increasing the supply is to 
remove the external eggs carried by 
the — 2 ng them in incubating 
jars and ii te the — into the 
sea. This is much like t them are 
into a sieve, for nearly all of t 
destroyed before they are a week ol 
and such methods, even if he X— 
upon a much greater scale, could never 
sensibly alter the supply. 

In the case of the lobster the biolog- 
ical problem is easy to state, but diffi- 
cult to solve. In the first place, the 
breeding habits of the adults must be 
well understood, and in the second 
the life history of the young must be 
carefully followed unt an advanced 
period What we find is this: An 
adult female ten inches long extrudes 
about 10,000 eggs, usually during the 
months of July and August, and @s a

he eggs are carried on the underside 
of the “tall.” attached to the swimmin 
feet, the constant movement of whic 
keep them well aerated and clean un- 
til they hatch in May or June the fol- 
lowing year. 


TWO OUT OF TEN THOUSAND 
LIVE. 


The young which issue from these 
10,000 eggs are hardly larger than mos- 
quitoes, and when cut loose from the 

parent * rise to the surface and 
— for themselves. They are now 
light blue transparent larvae, speckled 
with vermilion, and bear resem- 
blance to the adult in form, color or 
habit. For several weeks they lead a 
free swimming life at or near the sur- 
face of the ocean. But, few, however, 
are destined to live more than a few 
days, and on the average probably not 
more than two out of the 10,000 hatched 
ever reach adult life or the kitchen, be- 
cause they are devoured by countiess 
enemies or destroyed in still greater 
numders by the inanimate forces of 
nature. These facts have been already 
discounted or provided for in nature, 
as we see in the seeds of plants or the 
spawn of fishes, by the production of 
a vastly greater number than are 
needed to keep up the race. 

DEVELOPMENT OF YOUNG. 

When we study the development of 
this larvae we find that the adult state 
is reached during a period of four or 

years, by a series of changes 
which during the earlier stages are 
called its me Each step 
or stage in growth is marked by the 
shedding of the cuticle, which later 
hardens to form the shell, by a process 
called molting. The first molt occurs 
at the time hatching, and the cuticle 
or outer skin often adheres to the egg 
membranes. At the fourth molt, which 
may happen in a few days or weeks, 
the time interval depending upon the 
health and activity of the the 
larva may be called

Nature's method, as we have seen, is 
to work on a prodigious scale, to pro- 
duce myriads and save a few, but 
enough to keep up the race, when un- 
disturbed by outside interference. 
Man's feeble imitation of her process 
can avail but little. He must strive to 
save not merely a fiftieth or a hun- 
dredth of 1 cent., but from 10 to 50 
per cent. of the hatched young. This 
can only be done by devising means 
for rearing the young until they reach 
the fourth, fifth or sixth stages and 
then casting them in the ocean. 
The chances of survival will then be 
many hundred times greater than — 
the young newly born.

ANALYZING STRUCTURE OF THE 


HEAD. 

Were our problem of another kind, 
such as the segmentation of the head 
of a higher vertebrate, methods of a 
different character would be required 
for its solution. We should have to 
study not only the devel * of the 
higher vertebrate itself, the em- 
bryology of lower and ee forms. 
The study of embryology has proved 
that the old theory that the skull is 
made up of a number of coal ver- 
tebrae is ae false. It is a ques- 
tion rather of the fusion of segments 
of a more primitive order, known as 
protovertebrae or metameres. To solve 
the problem of the structure of the ver- 
tebrate head it is necessary to deter- 
mine the exact number of primitive 
segments or metameres which are rep- 
resented in the head region, and to fol- 
low the history of their subsequent 
changes. Every problem suggests new 
ones, and leads us at’ every step into 
the region of the unknown. 

SCIENCE FOR ITS OWN SAKE. 

If the problems of the biologist have 
what is called an economic or “prac- 
tical” side in relation to health or dis- 
raising of crops or the rear- 
ing of animals which contribute to the 
food supply of nations, he should be 
thankful and pursue his studies with 
even keener gest. It is well, however, 
to remember the saying of Pasteur, that 
there is no applied seience, but only 
applications of science, and that the 
search after truth and not the inven- 
tion of material comforts is the highest 
alm of every science. It will be found 
in the end that the goal of every en- 
deavor to find knowledge and to put it 
out to service is to be reached along

HE LIQUOR PROBLEM. 

The City Council and the Police 
Commission are again devoting a con- 
siderable amount of their valuable 
time—the city’s valuable time—<to the 
consideration of another brand-new 
liquor law. Two such laws have been 
prepared during the past few months. 
and both have been rejected by a ma- 
jority of the Council. The impor- 
tant question as to whether a piece 
of moldy cheese or a stale wiener 
wurst on the half shell constitutes a 
bona fide meal, has been widened, and 
now the question is as to whether 
bars shall be allowed where restau- 
rant liquor licenses are granted. 

A new idea has been injected into 
this discussion of late, through the 
suggestion, which has been put forth 
in certain quarters, that the present 
limit of 200 legal saloons in Los An- 
geles should be abandoned and liquor 
licenses granted without limit as tc 
number. The reason given for this 
proposed change is that the present 
system tends to foster a brewers’ trust. 
The idea of throwing the liquor busi- 
ness wide open in Los Angeles be- 
cause a number of saloons are con- 
trolled by the breweries, as they are 
fim all large American cities and 
England, is, to say the least. a 
rious one, afd looks like “cutting off 
your nose to spite your face." We do 
not believe that such a change would 
be approved by a great majority of the 
people of Los Angeles, who are sat- 
isfied that there are already suffi- 
cient opportunities in Los Angeles for 
a man to quench his thirst—or acquire 
jag. 

The everlasting cropping up of this 
discussion in regard to the rules and 
regulations for selling liquor in Los 
Angeles is exceedingly tiresome to the 
public. It is not only a great and 
unnecessary waste of time that should 
be devoted to other public questions, 
but it is demoralizing to the saloon- 
keepers, as it is disgusting to the av- 
erage citizen. Why doesn’t the Council 
appoint a standing committee on sa- 
loons, and then get out a monthly 
circular, giving the new rules and reg- 
ulations for each month? That would, 
at least, be better than the present 
system of consiantly shuffling and 
shifting, until neither the Council nor 
the Police Commission, nor the 81 
loon-keepers, nor their customers 
know just where they are “at.” 

A still better plan would be to agree 
upon a sensible and reasonable liquor 
law, and then to stick to it and see 
that it is enforced without fear or fa- 
vor. One thing is certain. If the City 
Council waits until it succeeds in 
framing a liquor law that will suit

HUMPHREYS VINDICA 


HIS ACCUSERS SCORED. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] No Territorial judge against 
whom charges had been filed was ever 
vindicated so completely by the De- 
partment of Justice as was Judge A. 
8. Humphreys of Hawaii, whpse case 
was decided by Atty.-Gen. Knox today. 
The charges against Judge Humphreys 
were made mostly because he insists 
upon running his court in Hawali ac- 
cording to American ideas, without re- 
gard to what the local Territorial ad- 
ministration may say or do. The 
charges against him were filed by men 
not in sympathy with American ideas, 
and that they were entirely baseless is 


Knox made this afternoon, wherein he 
says: 

“There is not a scintilla of testimony 
to show that Judge Humphreys had 
anything to do with the selection of 
the grand jury. There is now law that 
requires that a grand jury be divided 
between members of- different political 
parties, and an mauiry into the politi- 
cal affiliations of its members seems 
to me unseemly and improper. The 
charge is based so entirely upon vague 
suspicion and unfair innuendo, as to 
merit rebuke. Members of the bar, as 
officers of the court, should be loyal to 
the court. Where there is fair reason 
to believe a judge is acting improp- 
erly, it is the duty of the bar to de- 
clare it openly, but a member of the 
bar is faithless to his high calling when 
he assails a judge and impeaches his 
integrity upon no facts even remotely 
justifying the attack, but upon vague 
suspicion, and unfair innuendo. 
That these and many charges 
against Judge Humphreys, to which 
allusion was also made have been pre- 
ferred by members of his own court 
clearly shows the difficulties of his posi- 
tion, and the severity of the ordeal 
through which he passed. It is obvious 
that many members of his court have 
not observed the loyalty to the bench 
which it should be both the duty and 
pleasure of a lawyer to observe, and 
the heavy responsibility of adminis- 
tering justice with dignity under such 
condition at once becomes apparent. 
have reviewed all charges made 
against Judge Humphreys, and all 
specifications offered in support thereof. 
In my judgment, they wholly fall to 
establish any just cause for his re- 
moval. In the most unfavorable con- 
struction, they might show a mistake 
of judgment, or at times undue feeling 
under trying circumstances, but it is 
noticeable that the integrity of the 
judge never has been directly im- 
peached. The attorney who ted 
the Hawallan Bar Association in these 
proceedings, expressed persona] confi- 
dence in Judge Humphreys's judicial 
rectitude, and while presenting the 
complaint of the bar association in good 
faith, and in accordance with instruc- 
tions, yet personally disclaimed re- 
sponsibility for or concurrence in some 
charges. It is possible many attorneys 
who signed the petition did not concur

OF WHEAT. 


Good Crops in the Great 
_ Pacifie Northwest, 
Figures from Washing- 
ton, Oregon and Idaho.

An Arid Country Found to 
Be Productive—Eastern 
Buyers Interested. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.3 
TACOMA (Wash.) Aug. 30—Actual 
harvesting, which is now nearly fin- 
ished, demonstrates that the wheat 
yield will be even greater than was 
expected in June and early July. The 
State of Washington will produce . 
000.000 bushels, while Oregon and Idaho 
will raise enough more to gtve the rah 
roads an aggregate of not less than 
35,000,000 bushels to handle during the 
crop year. Of course it is realised that 
these figures are not large when com- 
pared with the aggregate yield of Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas, but it must 
be remembered that the Pacifie Northe 
western States are as yet but very 
sparsely settled and only a small por-+ 
tion of the land avatiabla.bas been 
sown to crops. It is the big yleld per 
acre which raises the pride of the east 
ern Washington wheat grower and 
causes him to make comparisons with 
his former experiences in more Hast- 
ern States. Whitman eounty aione 
will produce 10,000,000 busheis . this 
year and present expectations are that 
the county will give an everage yleld 

of thirty-five busaels of wheat and 
ty-five bushels of oats and barley. 
agree that this is the greatest average 
Yield this State has ever known, and 
the quality of tle grain was never 
better. 
Many stories of heavy. individual 
yields are being brought to the Sound 
by grain buyers. Alexander Hickman, 
living near Pullman, had an average 
yield of fifty-seven bushels of wheat 
from a field of 160 acres. Another 
farmer thrashed an average of forty- 
five bushels per acre from 160 acres. 
Frederick Hungate, living near Unton 
Fiat, repotrs a yield of fifty-two and 
one-half bushels per acre, machine 
measure, from 212 acres of Little Cid 
wheat. No yields of. less than thir 
ty-five bushels have been reported from 
the newly-settled country along the 
Snake River. Of the wheat thrashed 
the average yield has been forty bush- 
els per acre.

RIVERSIDE. Sept. 12. [From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] Dist.- 
Atty. Evans yesterday received the sum 
of $278.33, in full payment of the claim 
of Riverside county against Arthur 
Butcher for fumigating his orchard. 
Thus ended a long-drawn-out and hard- 
fought legal fight between an orange 
grower and the County Horticultural 
Commission. Butcher's orchard was 
declared by the commissioners to be 
infested with scale. Butcher declined 
to fumigate the trees. The work was 
then done by the commission and the 
bill presented to Butcher, who refused 
to pay it. Sult was brought in the 
courts, the law holding that the bill 
was a lien on the property. In the Su- 
perior Court judgment was rendered 
for the defendant. The case was ap- 
pealed, and the Supreme Court re- 
versed the ruling of the lower court. 
holding that compulsory fumigation is 
correct, as otherwise, one man, by 
propagating insect pests, could ren- 
der null and void all efforts of his 

to keep their orchards clean.
